COUNCILMEN AND THE BANKER 


Ait Called Upon To Defend Action in Conn 


Bccanse They Interfered With Her 


Lote Affairs, Sfce Says. 


Major A. J. Workman, Councilmen 
Bennett, Mackey, Wolfe, Hall and Ly- 
barger and tbe incorporated village of 
Danville just over the line in Knox 
countv, nave been made defendants 
in a sensational damage suit for $20,- 
000, brought by Miss Grace Durbin 
tor an alleged malicious and hbelous 
resolution and for defamation of char- 
acter. This suit is but one of a series 
of most sensational incidents that 
have disturbed the people of Danville 
for the past two months. In addition, 
the mayor, A. J. Workman, a former 
representative from Knox county to 
the Ohio legislature, has a similar 
suit pending against bin: for 310.000 
brought by Miss Durbin. 
Last December Miss Durbin, who is 
a decidedly pretty young lady, came 
from Pioneer, Ohio, to Danville for a 
visit with friends. Elmer Workman, 
a son of A. J. Workman, met her and 
was infatuated by her charms. His 
father objected to his attentions to 
Miss Durbin, and thought th?t his 
spare rroments could be better utiliz- 
ed in preparing bis lessons for his 
course as a student in Kenyon college 
at Gam bier. Mayor Workman sought 
to break off the courtship, it is said, 
and is alleged to have taken bis son 
from the home of Miss Durbin one 
evening, and in doing so Kave vent to 
some language that displeased tbe 
young lady. As mayor he alsn caused 
the arrest of Miss D'urbin for assault 
and battery, and this arrest also fig- 
ures in tbe case.

Members of the scale committee 


state that the miners outside of 
Penusylvania.Ohio. Indiana and Illinois 
will make no attempt at this conven- 
tion to break into the interstate- agree- 
ment, which is binding between the 
operators and miners of these four 
tates. Iowa tried to get in .last year, 
but President Reese of that state, who 
-s also chairman of the scale commit- 
.ee. said that Iowa and other states 
will wait until next year, when the 
miners hope to be in a position to get 
recognition, from more operators. By 
the action of the last national conven- 
tion Virginia and West Virginia were 
to have been included in this year's 
ioint conference, but Reese and others 
say now tnat they do not expect any 
operators from these states to attend. 


It is also conceded by the miners' 


officials tnaj; the movement to get the 
operators of Virginia and "West Vir- 
ginia to meet them in this city is al- 
most a failure, although, it is contend- 
ed that the work of the organization 
is advancing satisfactorily in both 
states. The scale committee had an- 
other meeting but will not be ready to 
report before Saturday, and maybe 
not until middle of next week. Pres- 
ident Van Horn of Indiana indicated 
fhat the miners of this state will de- 
mand an increase of more than 10 
cents a ton. But no agreement 
had. 


been reached as to whezaer or not an 
absolute run-of-mine basis wiii be 
asked for this state. However, the 
Pennsylvania and Ohio men are no less 
determined than they were at the 
opening to obtain, if possible, a gen- 
eral adoption of run-of-mice.
